IT LOOKS as though the Prus­ 
sian military clique has a foot 
in Hitler’s stirrup, if indeed the 
high command isn’t already in 
the all highest’a saddle. 
This column some time ago sug­ 
gested that the Prussian war lords 
were likely to take over control 
When the military situation reach­ 
ed a point where they saw little 
or no chance for victory. 
I said they would maneuver for 
a peace which would enable them 
to salvage all they could from the 
wreckage of Hitler’s dream of 
world domination. 
We already have passed the 
point where Germany’s defeat be­ 
came certain. Now the official Ger­ 
man news agency DNB reports 
the holding of a conference which 
was attended by ranking officers 
of the high command, many com­ 
manding officers and by “leading 
personalities of the 
state 
and 
party.” 
And the conference was called 
not by the fuehrer but by Field 
Marshal Gen. Wilhelm Keitel, chief 
of the high command and essence 
of Prussian militarism.

Leipzig, Great Nazi Base, 
Hammered In R.A.F. Raid 


English Bombers Also Smash At Berlin And Other Parts 


Of Reich; Fortresses Rip Dueren Metal Plants

LONDON, Oct. 21—A great fleet of R.A.F. heavy night bombers, out 
for the eighth time this month, smashed at the Germans’ second 
line of industrial defense Wednesday night, hitting the big city of 
Leipzig where many of the Ruhr’s bombed-out industries have moved. 
Mosquito bombers roared swiftly over the German capital of Ber­ 
lin for the third time this week* 
while other bombers ranged over

Hitler made

cause of the major break by the 
Hods through the Nazi line 
Russia. 
The correspondent of the Stock 
holm Aftonbladet said if the Soviet 
forces can follow up this success, 
the “Germans realize it can’t mean 
anything but a catastrophe that 
would put Stalingrad in a shadow.’’

South Africa’s grand old sol­ 
dier and statesman, Field Marshal 
Jan Christian Smuts, was throwing 
a different shot of the same pic­ 
ture on the screen. Said he: 
"Hitler no longer is fighting tor 
victory,' but for time—for some­ 
thing to happen—for those acci­ 
dents which so often upset the 
run of events. 
“His only hope now Is to pro­ 
long the war on the off chance of 
something happening; some new 
weapon; perhaps some difference 
among the Allies; war weariness 
coming to his assistance and pro­ 
ducing a stalemate and a compro­ 
mise peace.” 
Certainly the complexion of the 
Nazl< conference would support 
that thesis. It was an extraordinary 
assemblage for war-time and spoke 
clearly of a great crisis. 
Perhaps the most significant 
fact of all, however, was that this 
big meeting was called by Keitel 
and not by the fuehrer, who claims 
that he wee divinely ordained to 
lead the German people.

The R.A.F. lost 17 bombers, the 
same number as in the last big 
raid on Hannover Monday. Eight 
bombers were lost in yesterday’s 
raid by Flying Fortresses on the 
metal plants at Dueren. 
These losses indicate the Nazi 
destruction of 60 Fortresses over 
Schweinfurt a week ago may have 
been only a break of luck for the 
German defenders. 
The big attack on Leipzig, un­ 
bombed since its sixth raid of the 
war Nov. 23, 1940, cam* while the 
Germans, in sharp contrast, sent 
a tiny force of bombers over Eng­ 
land to give London its fifth con­ 
secutive night alert and kill six 
persons with a handful of scattered 
bombs. 
Leipzig, Germany’s sixth indus­ 
trial city, is situated in the middle 
of the country, IOO miles southwest 
of Berlin and almost on the Czecho­ 
slovak border. 
Leipzig has one of the world’s 
largest railroad terminals on lines 
linking it with other important in- 
in I dustrlal centers like Berlin, Reg- 


I ensburk and Kassel, also recently 
blasted by Britain • based Allied 
bombers. 
It was the first big attack of 
the war on the city and represent­ 
ed a round-trip flight of more than 
1,000 miles for the raiders. 
With a population of more than 
700,000, the city manufactures air­ 


planes, munitions, chemicals, tex­ 
tiles, rubber products and machin­ 
ery. R.A.F. Lancaster squadrons 
participated in the attack. 
The American daylight assault

Along Fmschhafen Front 


Nipponese Achieve Some Success In Drive To Join With 


Another Force On Coast And Form Solid Defense 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Oct. 
21—Several thousand Japanese and Australian troops waged a bloody 
battle today in the jungle a short distance north of Flnschhafen, 
New Guinea, with the enemy on the offensive. 
From strongly-held positions at Sattelberg, 15 miles inland, the 
Japanese achieved some success + 
;---- 
in a drive to join another force 
on the coast and thus form a 
solid line along the Song river 
The river mouth, toward which 
the enemy la on the move, Is five 
miles north of Flnschhafen. 
This counter-offensive cost the 
Japanese snore than 200 men Tues­ 
day in action against elements of 
Australia’s famed Ninth division 
which captured Finschhaifen Oct 
2 and before that had gained bat­ 
tle glory at El Alameln in Egypt 
against the Germans. 
The enemy took the initiative for 
the first time since Gen. Mac­ 
Arthur, in a swift series of para­ 
troop 
and 
amphibious 
pincer 
thrusts, 
began 
enveloping New 
Britain. 
It also is -the first time in 
months that the opposing forces 
have come to grips on such s 


large scale, indicating Japanese 
determination not to continue fur­ 
ther the withdrawals they made 
from Salamaua Sept. 12, Lae Sept. 
16 aud Flnschhafen. 
Inland from this battle scene, 
other Australians moved slowly 
ap the Ramu valley less than 40 
miles from Madang, the next im 
portant coastal base northwest of 
Flnschhafen. 
In the Solomons, a raiding force 
of more than IOO American planes 
added 17 more Japanese planes to 
the approximately 400 shot down 
or destroyed on the ground in the 
south aud southwest Pacific within 
the last IO days. 
The 17 were among 55 which 
challenged the raiders Monday 
over Ballale on Shortland island 
in the northern Solomons.

Calla Facts Beat Answers 
Patterson said: 
“This committee and the nation 
have been given a picture of war 
department waste and mishandling 
of public funds. Unanswered, these 
charges might* shake the confi­ 
dence of the hoopla In‘the Integrity 
and ability of the officers who ere 
charged with supplying our armed 
forces. The facts are the best 
answers lo these charges.” 
He then stated that Warren!# 
general accounting office approv 
ed 99.95 percent of the vouchers 
submitted to It by the war depart­ 
ment for audit, in the four months 
ending with August, 1943. 
“But the record Is even better 
than those figures would indicate, 
he added. "The majority of sus­ 
pensions by the general accounting 
office are merely temporary, until 
further supporting documents are 
submitted, and do not Involve any 
reel question es to tbe propriety 
of tbe payment.”

WASHINGTON. Oct. 21 — The 
senate foreign relations commit 
tee approved without change today 
the Connaiiy resolution pledging 
the United State# to join with 
free end sovecgAgn nations In the 
maintenance of world peace. 
Sen. Shipstead (R) of Minne­ 
sota, who came oat of a closed 
meeting, said tbe resolution was 
adopted after proposals by a group 
of senators to “strengthen and 
clarify” its wording had been re 
jected. 
As previously approved by a 
sub-committee, the resolution reads 
as follows: 
“Resolved by tbe senate of the 
United States: 
"Tbat the war against all our 
enemies be waged until complete 
victory is achieved; 
“That the United States cooper­ 
ate with Its comrades-in-arms in 
securing a just and honorable 
peace;

LONDON, Oct. 21—Admiral of 
the Fleet Sir Dudley Pound, 
who resigned early this month as 
first British sea lord because of IU 
health, died today In London at 
the age of 66.

How would you Uke to be a candidate for the title of “the meanest 
man in town”? 
Well to get the title, all you have to do is volunteer to serve aa 
a member of a panel of the local ration board when you are asked to 
do this important home front duty by the civilian defense council. 
Immediately your popularity will zoom down to zero, your free 
time will be neither youri nor free* 
and. you will be paid absolutely 
nothing for doing one of the tough­ 
ed, dirtiest and most essential Jobs 
on the home front. 
If it’s that tough and the mem­ 
bers soon find themselves candi­ 
dates for the “meanest man” title 
—why do the 17 men who serve on 
the fire panels of the East Liver­ 
pool ration board stick to this Job? 
To find out the answer, ope can 
sit la on a typical Wednesday 
night session of the gasoline panel. 
When it was all over and one 
Questions the panel members, it 
will be discovered that they stick 
to the Job for several reasons but 
the main one is Just simple com­ 
mon sense: 
Someone has to do this nas­ 
ty, unpleasant Job of deciding 
where and to whom critical 
materials shall go. 
They've been asked to do it and 
tfcey feel they'd be shirking a war 
duty if they didn't. 
That's it in a nutshell, though of 
coarse they do serve also because 
of the Immense kick they get out 
of working with so many different 
kinds of people and helping meet 
so many different kinds of citua* 
Hens.•cores Come With Bless 
For example, on one typically 
average meeting night, the ball 
outside the board offices In the 
City building basement was Jam­ 
med with from SO to 60 gasoline* 
ration seekers who were either 
summoned before the board or 
had decided to come to put over 
their arguments for aQdltional re 
floss in person. 
Willard Garner, panel ehalrman. 
(who considers it a light week when 
he works only three or four nights 
until midnight or later), sat at 
the head of the table, with the 
book of OPA regulations In front 
of him.

Included In this book of regale* 
finns are strict instructions about 
exactly what the board may and 
may not do. Only the rarest cases 
must be decided wholly on the 
board's own initiative. 
Few people realise that the ra­ 
tion board has a boss—the OPA. 
Must Obey Regulations 
And the ration board's panels 
must obey the regulations as laid 
down by its boss or the panel mem­ 
bers will be in hot water and 
plenty of ltl 
Flanking Mr. Garner were the 
other members of the gas panel: 
Frank Dales, Everson Hall, Ray­ 
mond B. Brookes, John Barr and 


citable gentleman with a lively 
sense of humor and a dialect who

fhdustry Favors Reduction 


In Inventories Instead 


Of Cut At Present 


By The Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—A com­ 
mittee representing the newspaper 
Industry differs with war produc­ 
tion board officials on the ques­ 
tion whether newsprint consump­ 
tion should be subjected to a fur­ 
ther cut of 16 percent in Novem­ 
ber and December to avoid a pos­ 
sible larger cut later on. 
Opposing a cut in the next two 
months, the committee recommend­ 
ed instead that 
inventories of 
print paper, or reserve stocks, be 
reduced by about 40,000 tons a 
month. 
Two Choices Offered 
Declaring that consumption Is 
now greater than the output of 
print paper, WPB had said there 
were two choices: To cut consump­ 
tion again or reduce inventories 
It urged the former course. 
Newspapers already have cur­ 
tailed 
consumption 
with 
many 
limiting advertising and circula­ 
tion. 
The recommendation for a re­ 
daction in inventories came from 
the newspaper advisory committee 
to the WPB. 
Half of the reductio^, the com­ 
mittee urged, should be brought 
about by a mandatory cut in the 
inventory ceilings, applicable to 
all newspapers, and the other hall 
would be obtained through volun 
tary reductions by the larger news 
papers. 
Warns Of Danger 
The further depletion of inven 
tories was recommended despite 
advice from H. M. Bitner, director 
of the WPB’s printing and publish 
ing division, that further exhaus 
Hon of inventory supplies would 
bp "dangerous.’' 
He advised the committee to 
recommend an additional 16 per­ 
cent cut in newsprint consumption, 
effective Nov. I. 
However, the advisory commit­ 
tee made up of newspaper repre­ 
sentatives estimated the total re 
duction under the inventory cur­ 
tailment plan would "offset the 
estimated 16 percent deficiency 
between newsprint supply and de­ 
mand. 
Matthew Sullivan, head of WPB’s 
newspaper 
section, 
earlier 
had 
echoed the opinion that a 10-day 
cut in inventories would be peril­ 
ous and would “work a hardship 
on many smaller newspapers." 
Harold Boeschenstein, director 
of the new WPB forest products 
bureau, told the committee that 
"WPB has no intention of impos­ 
ing a cut on the users of newsprint 
alone." 
"Publishers of books, magazines 
and commercial printers also will 
be curtailed," he said, adding that

T MW navy department’* noir total! for Japanese 
losses In the naval war It ii fighting with 
the United States disclose again the tremend­ 
ously important role played by submarines in 
the Pacific. They are the least publicised of all 
United States weapons, but when the final scores 
ara counted they may prove the m oil decisive. 
Japan’s naval power, essential for the conduct 
of a campaign reaching from the Arctic circle 
to New Guinea, is the key to ‘its dream of as­ 
sembling and maintaining an island empire. The 
Japanese can do nothing without naval strength, 
ag witness their relentless attempts to improve 
their naval position relative to that of the United 
States and Great Britain during th# years pre­ 
ceding the war. 
When they struck at Pearl Harbor, they joined 
the issue squarely with the United States. They 
made a challenge for naval superiority in the 
Pacific west of the Hawaiian islands.

States is th* grand strategy of the Pacific war; 
the island battles ass preliminary Incidents in 
the final naval action that will destroy Japanese 
naval power. United State* which have sunk or 
damaged 460 Japanese vessels ainee the war be­ 
gan have struck a telling blow. Their continued 
success is n good omen for victory in the show­ 
down that cannot ba too far distant Once Japa­ 
nese naval power is broken, regardless of the 
status of tbs military issue on land, Japan has 
lost its war.

EPUBLICAN members of th* house waya and 
means committee who say they won’t vote 
for new taxes because they are In favor of econ­ 
omy, Instead, do not specify how much economy 
they ars for, or what they ba in favor of lf there 
hi no economy. They do not even specify dear­ 
ly where th# economy is to occur. 
It is a food deal Ilks saying titty will sot take 
any castor ell, thank you, because castor oil is 
sot good, but they would take economy, which 
is good, lf aom eons would give it to them. AU 
they need Ie do now is persuade the Roosevelt 
administration to practice economy, which as­ 
suredly would be the beet trick of the last IO 
years. 
It Is improbable th* government will give 
the rebellious Republicans, or rebellious Demo­ 
crats either, anything like IO billion dollars' 
worth of economy — the amount named in the 
treasury's tax bill. If the administration saved 
half that much, It would be miraculous, and that 
still would leave congress the task of proving 
that th* government retained Us ability to re­ 
cover a proper share of the money pumped by 
the billions into the hands of the people through 
war contracts. 
This proof la fully as important as bookkeep­ 
ing—perhaps more important. There is a situa­ 
tion to be dealt with In psychology as well as 
finance. If the people ever lose faith in their 
government's ability to meet the consequences 
of the most profligate spending in history, public 
confidence will collapse. 
Economy is called for—a great deal of econ­ 
omy. But only in the wildest imaginings of men 
who know more about politics than they know 
about the management of money is economy the 
alternative of taxation. At best, it could be no 
more than the companion In wartime.

Conferences 
*T'HE diplomatic trio conferring in Moscow must 
* be aware of the peculiar atmosphere of the 
occasion. 
If conferences can be restored to the position 
they once occupied, the transformation may be due 
to the goodwill and intelligence of this trio. Their 
failure would be less surprising than their suc­ 
cess. Conferences, the things that lead up to 
conferences and the things that result from them 
stand in bad repute. They hare come to symbol­ 
ise the frustration and helplessness of men in 
the clutch of organized brutality aud malice. 
One thinks of conferences between Hitler and 
Mussolini, between Hitler aud the helpless little 
statesmen of central Europe. One thinks of the 
previous visit of Secretary of State Hull to an 
economic conference in London and the follow­ 
ing events which testified to the isolation of the 
Roosevelt administration. 
One thinks also of conferences between Von 
Rlbbentrop and the Russians—conferences that 
followed conferences between the Russians, the 
British and the French and which produced the 
incredible understanding that aet the stage for 
the beginning of World war ll. 
One thinks of the conference between Mr. Hull 
and the Japanese ‘‘peace” envoy* that waa still 
la progress when the bombs fell on Pearl Harbor. 
The conference in Moscow is to be different. 
It ie to be better. Until men may meet again in 
food faith to discuss the problems of nations 
and to put into effect measures of mutual ac- 
oord for the settlement of their common prob­ 
lems, there can be no peace. Almost as important 
• • what is agreed on or disagreed on in Mos­ 
ts the proof that three great nations can 
ie together in a conference of ethics as well 
ae force—la a conference to build rather than 
to destroy.

There are 
many more situations recant than 
there are people to fill them.

London 
there 
are 
chalked, printed, and painted signs 
proclaiming the SO S of the short­ 
staffed boss fishing in a market 
which ta mostly a mighty demand 
and gracious little supply. 
There are Jobs for cooks, wait­ 
resses, usherettes, janitors, sten- 
ogs, tailors, store assistants, melds, 
charwomen glees cutters, taxi driv­ 
ers. bus drivers and conductors, 
printers, eievator attendants, hotel 
porters, chefs, clerks, telsprinter 
operators, 
telephone 
operators, 
mailmen and street sanitary work­ 
ers. 
Th# pay is high according to 
British standards. 
The hours of 
work have been reduced. 
Ample leisure time is offered. 
Bait 
includes 
“well-lighted 
can­ 
teens”, “Sundays and holidays off”, 
“very nice quiet family" (for a 
maid-wanted ad), “No Saturdays or 
Sundays” (for a clerk-wanted ad), 
and “no scrubbing” for maids and 
chars. 
But there are very few 
takers. 
A stroll through the town’s busi­ 
ness sections produces hundreds of 
’’help wanted” appeals. 


Outside a maln-stem movie the­ 
ater there’s a sign which indi­ 
cates, somehow, that the manager 
must be running the ehow alone, 
for he wants “usherettes, opera­ 
tors, front-of-the-house attendants, 
cashiers and cleaners.” 
Similarly, * widely-known res­ 
taurant must be operating at a rec­ 
ord lwo-level as regards staff, for 
It wants “kitchen hands, kitchen 
porters, 
kitchen 
elevator 
men, 
steam hands, 
waitresses and/or 
waiters, pastry cooks, vegetable 
cooks, fish cooks.” 
A large Oxford st. store appeals 
for assistants and somewhat plain­ 
tively says that “experience is not 
essential,” having doutbless dis­ 
covered there are no experienced 
hands available. 
A restaurant chain’s ad, in front 
of most of its shops, states in bold­ 
face type that “very good wages” 
are being offered waitresses, “ex­ 
perience unnecessary.” 
Neighborhood corner stores are 
doing a good business exhibiting 
glass-fronted showcases s t u f f e d 
with “help wanted” notices from

people,

maids, 
women, nurses, gardeners, electri 
dana, glaziers, in fact for a hun­ 
dred different types of help.

HAT have we here? The mak­ 
ings at long last of a federal 
sales tax? 
I 
wouldn’t 
predict 
any such 
thing now, but certainly not ainee 
post-Civil war days when the idea 
of a federal sales tax first reared 
its ugly head (tcf quote opponents) 
has it been given more considera­ 
tion. 
When 
Chairman 
R o b e r t L. 
Doughton of the house ways and 
means committee (not considered 
a proponent of the sales tax) told 
witnesses at committee meeting 
that the committee and ‘‘probably 
the house” would have an oppor­ 
tunity to vote on a federal sales 
levy, observers pricked up their 
ears. 
When he added that he couldn’t 
reconcile 
the 
treasury 
experts* 
contentions that an increase in 
income taxes would prevent infla­ 
tion, while a sales tax would in­ 
crease inflation, observers 
took 
it aa something of a two-by-four in 
the wind. 
That doesn’t mean that Dough­ 
ton or a majority of the commit­ 
tee wants any part of a federal 
sales tax, but it does mean that 


the -pressure 
is 
getting 
heavy 
enough to make it politically ex­ 
pedient to give it a thorough air­ 
ing. 
The arguments for and against 
a federal sales tax are not nearly 
as complicated as they sound. 
Opponents claim that it would 
place an undue burden on the 
lower bracket earners (particu­ 
larly below $3)000) eince those 
persons spend all their money 
on necessities. 
Those who favor the tax say 
this Inequity already has been 
taken care of In the staggering 
Income taxes which hardly touch 
persons who make $3,000 a year 
or loss and earn ^wo-thlrda of 
tho national income. 
Opponents say it would only 
add to inflation since workers in 
the lower income brackets would 
demand and have to have wage 
increases to make up for the ten 
percent 
without 
lowering 
their 
standards of living. 
Proponents say this is ridicu­ 
lous, that the levy would merely 
skim that portion of “dangerous 
money” off five-sixths of the na­ 
tional income where the inflation 
threat is greatest. 


T 
HE Treasury claims that the 
sales tax would be terribly ex­ 
pensive to collect. Those who favor 
it point to the comparative smell 
cost of collection of excise and 
luxury taxes and call It the sim­ 
plest and cheapest tax conceivable 
to bring in. 
Opponents point out that SS 
states now have a sales tax and 
that to pyramid these taxes how 
would be to encroach on state 
revenue methods. This is a seri­ 
ous hurdle. Few states would be 
willing to give up or even tele­ 
scope their revenue system. 
Those who oppose the sales tax 
generally are organixed labor, the 
treasury, many other ranking New 
Deal officials, and most of the 
politicians, who are afraid of its 
repercussions 
at 
the 
v o t i n g 
booths. 
Those who favor it are notably 
the 
United States Chamber of 
Commerce, many university econ­ 
omists, and practically every one 
who is earning morp than $5,090 
a year. 
Does it have much chance of 
becoming a law? I doubt it, but 
it’s interesting that it’s coming 
even this close.

Air weapons: The Nazis have 
, three new aerial weapons, with 
char- 
geVeral variations. 
One is their new radio-direct­ 
ed, bomb-dropping glider. 
This was described by Winston 
Churchill as “sort of a rocket- 
asslated glider which releasee its 
bombs from a height and is di­ 
rected to its target by a parent 
aircraft.” 
It is used primarily against ships. 
This weapon might explain the 
mysterious sinking of the Italian 
battleship Roma.

Gambling Fever Might Produce Good 


Part Of 12 Billions Sought Annually 


For The Federal Treasury

N my wildest dreams of the possible revenue 
I 
N I 
to 
national lottery, I never visioned more than 
$1,000,000,000 a year. 
But as I contemplate the American scene, I 
have been too conservative. I first thought of 
the lottery aa a means of raising a nice eum for 
army and navy relief. Now I am convinced It 
might cover a considerable part of the $12,000,- 
000,000 the treasury is seeking. 
Fantastict Well, this nation is fantastic in the 
furious gambling going on all over the land. 
The daily “handle” of the pari-mutuels machine* 
at New York race tracks, which happen to be the 
most striking current example of the orgy of 
gambling among the people, is fantastic. Tho 
whole money situation is fantastic. 
I never have attempted to oversell the lottery 
Idea, and I have deprecated what I deemed In­ 
credible estimates of profit, including that of 
Rep. Albert Sabath of Illinois, who thinks his 
plan, embodied in a bill now in a congressional 
pigeon hole, would return $875,000,000 to the 
treasury from each of 12 monthly drawings, or 
$11,410,000,000 a year. 
I 
T sounds crasy. T at It is reasonable to believe 
the daily sales of lottery tickets in a city like 
New York at $1 each, which is Mr. Sabattus idea, 
would be as great as the average daily handle at 
the tracks where the lowest unit of betting Is 
$2. The race track money comes from a mere 
handful of people compared to the numbers that 
Would invest in lottery tickets. 
It Is said there is 150,000,000.000 of surplus 
money In circulation at this time. Daffy spending 
on gambling and liquor, In night clubs, In travel­ 
ing and senseless buying of useless things is due 
to the fact so many articles that people ordinarily 
purchase when they have money—automobiles, 
household equipment and the like—are unobtain­ 
able. 
I am told that President Roosevelt objects to 
the lottery and probably would veto any lottery 
bill that might pass congress. I suspect his 
objection is on the same ground on which he 
objects to the sales tax, which is that it hits the 
poor harder than it does the rich. In other words, 
he probably thinks the lottery would suck up the 
money of the poor. 
But since it would be sucked up by the treasury, 
and since the treasury is going to get it in any 
event by some method, I do not see why he is 
not willing to let the folks have a little excite­ 
ment before it all goes back into the big till. 
P 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT may have another 
and an entirely different reason for bis 
objection than the one I suggest. It may be 
the reason that I would offer, that the lottery 
encourages the gambling evil. 
There could be no answer to that if the federal 
government exerted its efforts to abolish gambling 
in this nation all other forme—horse races, 
the stock market, the numerous illegal drawings, 
the sale in the United States of tickets on lot­ 
teries and sweepstakes held in other countries, 
and even the open gambling permitted in Nevada 
under authority of state law, which lf constitu­ 
tional in the eyes of the supreme court certainly 
makes constitutional in any state that desires it 
the lottery, or any other form of gambling. 
On the moral side of the lottery I admit I have 
to fold, because I am not hypocritical enough 
to attem pt to tell you It is not gambling. But 
as between being cleaned out by gambling or 
taxes, the people seem to prefer the former, 
and who am I to argue against the will of tho 
people?

cause of rationing”—was not made 
clear by OPA, though shoe dealers 
here said that some styles on hand 
probably now will not be sold, 
though they might have moved off 
the shelves if people weren’t forced 
to be extra-careful in shoe pur­ 
chases. 
According to Charles W. Zollin­ 
ger, OPA’s regional shoe ration­ 
ing officer for the East Liverpool 
district, the government prefers 
to make purchases for distribution 
overseas from current "distress' 
inventories of trade groups in this 
country. 
The plan not only provides shoes 
for Europe, but money to dealers 
who might have suffered losses 
through rationing here. 
In addition, the stock turn-over 
will "lessen the diWin on future 
productions of shoes for civilian 
consumption,” Mr. Zollinger said. 
Wholesalers and retailers also 
can dispose of both factory-darn- 
aged and regular shoes if they 
are rationed types and in fairly 
complete size ranges. No evening 
shoes or obsolete footwear will 
be accepted, OPA said. 
Dealers who wish to liquidate 
such stock may apply to the chief 
of purchase division, procurement 
division of the treasury depart­ 
ment at Washington.

Scandinavian War Condition 


To Be Felt In America 


By Tlw AwikliM Pre#*. 
COLUMBUS. Oct. 21—The critl- 
cal shortage of newsprint which 
baa forced many newspapers to 
condense news and ration adver­ 
tising will continue for at least a 
year after the war, Robert W. Tay­ 
lor, Flint, Mich., president of the 
International Circulation Managers 
association, predicted Wednesday. 
War conditione in the Scandina­ 
vian countries, formerly chief sup­ 
plier of Europe’s newsprint, make 
it unlikely they can return to nor­ 
mal production for at least a year 
after the war, Taylor advised the 
annual fall meeting of the Ohio 
Circulation Managers association. 
“The newsprint situation will be 
tight after the war,” he said, "be­ 
cause for a time Canada will have 
to supply England and other Euro­ 
pean countries as well as the 
United States. 
"If the dominion builds up a Eu­ 
ropean market, that might make 
for a permanently curtailed supply 
to the U. S. from that source. 
"One unknown factor Is the situ­ 
ation in Russia, which may have 
developed lte pulp resources dur­ 
ing the war. If that is the case, 
the Russians might be able to re­ 
lieve the worldwide shortage after 
the end of the conflict.” 
Frank Newall, circulation mana­ 
ger of the Toledo Blade, reported 
the newsprint shortage ie much 
worse than that experienced in 
World War I. 
Paul W. Stiles of the Piqua Daily 
Call, president of the Ohio associa­ 
tion, said newspapers, because of 
shortages of paper ami newspaper 
carriers, are concentrating on their 
own territories and 
eliminating 
wasteful competition in outlying 
regions. 
This trend may be con 
tinned after the war, he comment­ 
ed.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 — Spon­ 
sors of a bill to provide 1300,000.000 
a year in federal grants to public 
schools wrote the measure off gs 
dead Wednesday night, saying it 
was killed by a broad anti-raclal 
discrimination amendment whloh 
cost Its southern support 
Acceptance of the amendment, 
offered by Sen. Laager (R) of 
North Dakota by a vote of 40 to 
87, was followed by 5S-to-26 vote to 
recommit the measure to tbe edu 
cation committee. 
The Longer amendment prohib­ 
ited discrimination In the bene­ 
fits and appropriations authorised 
■nder the bill "or in state fonds 
supplemented thereby” on account 
of “race, creed or color.” . 
Barkley Opposed Action 
The change was adopted despite 
assertions by 8eus. HIH (D) of 
Alabama and Thomas (D) of Utah 
that It was opposed by Walter 
White, secretary of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of the Colored People, for fear It 
would Jeopardise passage of the 
bill. 
Majority Leader Barkley of Ken 
tacky said he opposed it because 
"I was not willing to play politics 
with the subject of education” or 
encumber the bill with an amend* 
ment which would ’’endanger its 
passage”. 
"Nobody who had any fear of 
federal control of education in the 
states could vote for this bill 
amended,” Sen. George 
(D) of 
Georgia told his colleagues In fore­ 
casting the measure’s death. 
Hill Joint In Vote 
Addressing himself to senators 
who supported the Laager amend­ 
ment, George said: 
“Every intelligent Negro In tbe 
country definitely will understand 
yon voted against his interests, be­ 
cause you killed this legislation.” 
Elven 
Hill, co-sponsor 
of 
the 
measure, Joined In tbe vote send­ 
ing it back to committee. 
Twenty-eight Republicans and 12 
Democrats voted for the amend­ 
ment, two Republicans, Aiken of 
Vermont and Burton of Ohio, and 
35 Democrats against it.

WASHINGTON, Oct JI — Th® 
government Is getting ready to 
take a tighter grip on whisky 
price® In about two weeks. 
That will benefit those who still 
can buy whisky—now scarce bot 
not as scarce as It seems—from a 
regular dealer. 
Bootleggers make 
their own prices. 
./This Is what one government 
sonrce says: 
I.—There bas been a lot of whis­ 
ky hoarding by dealers since the 
government— wanting alcohol for 
war purposes — stopped whisky 
making after Oct. 8, 1942. 
J.—In .stores all over the coun­ 
try would-be purchasers are being 
turned away by dealers who have 
taken whisky off their shelves and 
are selling It from under the coun­ 
ter to old or regular customers. 
S.—Bines the demand Is greater 
than the supply, these dealers are 
parceling out their supplies be­ 
cause they want to stay In bust 
ness as long as possible 
4.—Bootlegging—or black mark 
sting of whisky—is growing. Whis­ 
ky shipments have bern stolen on 
tbs way from the distillery to 
the warehouse; bootleggers bavs 
bosn buying np whisky at regular 
prices from regular dealer® for re­ 
sale at their own prices. 
But government figures show 
there Is enough whisky on hand 
in this country to last more than 
two years at regular consumption 
rates. 
Normal 
consumption 
Is 
about 140 million gallons a year. 
(Last year because of increased 
purchasing power, 
the distilled 
spirits institute says, consumption 
was 190 million gallons.) 
There are now in bonded ware­ 
houses about 400 million gallons 
Even lf 25 percent of that were 
lost through evaporation or other 
natural causes, there still would be 
300 million gallons on hand. 
Add to that about 40 million gal 
Ions—which the Institute says is 
the normal 
amount 
circulating 
among wholesalers and retailers— 
and the total supply now would be 
340 million gallon®, or more than 
two year's normal supply.

"Trench mouth’* Is caused by two 
germs nearly always together. 
F OR a while it was called “trench 
mouth,” and it may be acute 
pyorrhea. 
Technically it is call­ 
ed Vincent’s infection, after the 
French bacteriologist who discov­ 
ered the germs which cause IL It 
Is an Inflammation of the gums, es­ 
pecially near the tooth margin and 
beginning with redness and swell­ 
ing and a little pus formation; It 
can go on to local gangrene and 
considerable tissue loss. 
It Is caused by two germs which 
ar# nearly always found together 
—one is a bacillus and one a long, 
curly spirillum. One of them or a 
combination of them is a natural 
gangrene producer and that is 
where the trouble begins. 
Penetrates Th# Tlssuts 
When it is said that the cond! 
Hon Is due to infection with these 
germs, the statement leaves out 
another factor, perhaps two that 
are really more important than 
the presence of the germs them 
selves. 
Becense from everyone's 
mouth—no matter how clean and 
healthy—ll is possible to culture 
some Vincent germs. They are on 
the surface of the gums or teeth 
and do no harm until they pene­ 
trate the tissues and this penetra­ 
tion is due to a lowering of bodily 
resistance, perhaps poor dlst. 
The other possible factor Is that 
you are used to youf own Vincent 
germs, but if you happen to get 
someone else’s In your mouth you 
are liable to trouble. 
Lowered 
bodily tone then and cross Infec­ 
tion are the Important factors In 
acquiring the disease. 
Increase In Dieses® 
It would be natural In view of 
these factors to suppose that at 
the present time there would be 
an Increase In the amount of cases 
with Vincent's infection. 
Great 
numbers of the population are 
crowded together in war plants, 
they are living In cramped quar­ 
ters. they are subject to fatigue, 
they get what kinds of food thsy 
can, they ta t off plates and with 
knives, forks and spoons that are 
often not adequately cleaned after 
the last customer was served. 
Lowered bodily resistance and 
cross infection are present every­ 
where, just as they were In the 
trenches when the condition got Its 
name of trench mouth. 
If taken early when the gums 
are just beginning to be acutely

piece becense all existing power 
distributing agencies In the ares 
have inter-connected transmission 
systems, forming one large network. 
This hook-up eliminates possible 
Interruption of electric service 
should an individual system suffer 
a temporary failure. The regulation 
of power demand over the entire 
network generally is done in the 
main control room in the power­ 
house at Grand Coulee dam. 
Fbr times each day, a multi- 
tube short wave radio set is tuned 
to the naval observatory station 
at Arlington, Va., and the master 
clock in the dam la checked for ac­ 
curacy. An alarm sounds lf the 
master clock at Grand Coulee gains 
or loses as much as three seconds.
